There is an omission in the last line but one 
Indicated by stars (***) which wholly suppresses 
these views upon which he agreed with Judge 
Woodward, the replacing of which will show 
npon what a proud, conservative, aud patriotic 
position McClellan has always stood. The 
•mitted language is this: 

I understand Judge Woodward to be in favor 
ef the prosecution of the war, with all the means 
at the command of the loyal States, until the 
military power of the rebellion is destroyed. I 
understand him to be of the opinion, that, while 
the war is waged with all possible decision and 
energy, the policy directing it should be in con- 
sonaiice with the principles of humanity and 
ilization, working no injury to private rights 
and property not demanded by military law 
among civilized nations; and, finally, I under- 
atand him to agree with me in the opinion that 
the sole great objects of this war arc the resto- 
ration of the umtr of the nation, the preserva- 
tion of the constitution, and the supremacy of 
tho laws of the country.

The object of the trick is to induce the be 
lief that Gen. McClellan agreed with the judicial 
views of Judge Woodward, delivered from the 
bench of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvaia, on 
the "soldiers' vote," under the State constitu- 
tion before it was amended, whercits the coinci- 
dence of views was on the vigorous prosecutiou 
of war until rebellion should be crushed, the 
policy of directing the war in consonance with 
the principles of humanity and civilization, 
without injury to private rights and property, 
not demanded by civilized warfare, and the 
restoration of the unity of the nation, the preser- 
vation of the constitution, aud the supremacy of 
the laws. A most contemptible trick, truly, to 
garble a letter so as to convey a contrary im- 
pression to what the writer intended. 

Ifsj-How Iras It is that history repeats itself. 
The Philadelphia Age calls attention to the sin- 
gular appropriateness to the present occasion of 
the language of Cicero to the Roman peoplo, in 
the gloomiest period of their civil war, when 
withering under the military despotism of a 
Consul who had violated the constitution, 
which, as a civil officer, he was solemnly bound 
to defend and protect.

Other nations may endure slavery, but free- 
dom is the attribute of the Roman people. 

Substitute American for Roman, and it would 
teem as if uttered for the present day and hour. 

Mi'Rdkr at Nourii Syonhy, 0. B. — The Glou- 
cester Telegraph has an account.of the murder 
of N. B. Trash, a native of Swan's Island, Me., 
whose body was fouud in the water at North 
Sydney, Cape Breton, on the 8th ultimo, and 
who came by his death in a violent manner. It 
appears that three men, among whom was the 
deceased, went ashore from the schooner E. W. 
Merriam, on the 30th of September, to a mer- 
ry-making, and, about midnight, camp to the 
wharf to liud a boat to board their vessel, which 
they failed to do. Deceased went to another 
Wharf in search of a boat, and was heard to cry 
out, but was never seen in life agaiu. A coro- 
ner's jury returned a verdict that deceased

thrown over the wharf after being dead; and the 
jurors do therefore return a verdict of murder 
against some person or persons unknown.''

PROCLAMATION. _ 

ExncrnvE Okfiih, > 
Frankfort, October 17, 1801.) 
To th' Officers of Election and Citizens of Ken- 
tucky : 

On Tuesday, the 8th day of November next, 
the legal voters of Kentucky will have the right 
to select, in accordance with the rules and regu- 
lations of law, Electors to cast the vote of tke 
State for President and Vice-President of the 
United States. Every legal voter should east 
his vote according to his own free and ancon- 
straincd choice, with an honest and patriotic 
judgment, and without fear or hindrance. 

The apprehensions of many have been startled 
to fear that the military authorities will inter- 
fere and attempt to control the election. These 
fears have been awakened by the declaration of 
martial law over Kentucky just preceding the 
August elections, and by the incidents connected 
therewith, and by the continuance of martial 
law, without auy occasion or reasonable pre- 
tence therefor. 

The practical common sense of the loyal and 
law-abiding people of Kentucky can see no 
reason for being singled out for military rule, 
at a time when the civil authorities are fully es- 
tablished, and competent to the emergencies of 
government. 

As martial law operates only upon those with- 
in the lines of military operations, and not upon 
adverse forces, and is only warranted where ac- 
tive hostilities exist, it it no satisfactory answer 
to those fears to say rebel raids and guerilla 
depredations make martial law necessary. 

Rebels and guerillas must be met with mar- 
Hal forces, not with martial law. No guerilla 
was ever started from the bush, or rebel soldier 
frightened from his purpose, or law-breaker in- 
timidated into obedience of law, by a declara- 
tion of martial law. Ma'iial law in Kentucky 
mnst expend its force upon tho loyal citizen, as 
it cannot be brought to bear upon the rebels or 
guerillas. Nor is martial law required to em- 
power our soldiers to give battle to rebels, or to 
hunt down guerillas. 

From this common sense view, which it ap- 
parent to the intuition of all, martial law de- 
clared over Kentucky assumes to many the as- 
pect of menace; and, therefore, they appeal to 
me, from all directions, to know "if we arc to 
have a frecelectiou." The coustitutiou declares 
that "all elections shall be free and equal." If 
the officers of election will do their duty, and 
the citizens will manfully support them in the 
discharge of duty, we will have "a free elec- 
tion." 

The officers of election arc civil officers — de- 
rive their powers.from, aud have all their duties 
prescribed by, civil authority. They can only 
look to the rules prescribed by law as their ex- 
clusive and only rule of duty. They cannot re- 
gard or obey auy order, in relation to elections, 
from any military source whatever, without vio- 
lating their oath. An order from any military 
source, directed to the officers of election, aud 
assuming to direct their duties, or to control or 
restrict the right of suffrage, is not only an out- 
rage upon civil liberty, but an insult to the hon- 
or of the officers of election, and should be so 
resented. 

The military authorities have nothing to do 
with elections, and have no authority or right, 
as officers or soldiers, to interfere therewith. At 
elections all are citizens — none are soldiers. Cit- 
i/.kxsiup t» the highest status of the man. The 
soldier is but a citizen employed in the military 
service — not in the civil. The duty of the sol- 
dier is to fijjmrt — not to overthrow or control 
the civil authority. He is to re-establish the 
eM authority where it has been overborne by 
revolt— not to overrule or usurp civil authority. 

If, therefore, any military officer shall show 
himself so regardlest of duty as to assume lo 
direct or control the officers of election, you 
should treat such orders with indignant con- 
tempt, and scorn obedience which implies per- 
jury and cowardice in yon. 

If military force it brought to menace the offi- 
cers of election or voters, your duty is clearly 
marked out by law. The law is as binding upon 
the soldier as upon any other citizen. He has 
no more right lo violate it, and is as amenable 
to its penalties. As no officer of any rank, from 
the President down, has any right or authority 
to interfere with elections, no order to do so can 
legalize the act. If there be sufficient power 
in the citizens present at any place where such 
interference may be attempted to arrest the of- 
fenders, and hold them over to answer to the 
violated laws, it will bc'-the duty of the Sheriff 
to make the arrest in Buch ease, no has 
authority to require the aid of every citizen, 
and it should be readily and promptly giveu, 
in defence of a common right — of a blood- 
bought franchise. If the force employed to in- 
terfere with the election be too great, at any- 
place of voting, to be arrested, the officers of 
election in such case should adjourn, and not 
proceed with the election. If you are unable 
to hold a free election, your duty is to hold none 
at all; but adjourn, and report the offenders to 
the next grand jury of your county for indict- 
ment and punishment. This is the lawful mode 
of meeting unlawful attempts to disturb the 
freedom of elections. 

The laws regulating elections prescribe all the 
duties of the officers, aud all the qualifications 
and tests of tho voter. Observe those rules, 
and none other. Nouc other are of authority 
or binding. 

The only difference made in the rules govern- 
ing this election aud other elections, is in the 
privilege given to the Kentucky soldier at this 
election, whether in the State of Federal service, 
of voting .If he be a legal voter of the State, at 
any precinct he may be at in the State, and, if 
out of the State, of voting at his camp. Poll- 
books and instructions have been prepared and 
sent to all the regiments outside of tho State. 

The portion of the act approved February 22, 
18G4, which relates to the soldiers voting in the 
State Is in the following words, viz: 

"That all qualified voters of the State, who 
shall be in the military service of the United 
States or ef this State, cither within this State 
or without the same, on the day of the next 
Presidential election, shall be entitled to exer- 
cise the right of suffrage al the election to be 
held, pursuant to law, on Tuesday next after 
the first Monday in Novemlier next, for the elec- 
tion of electors of President aud Vice-President 
of the United States, at any voting precinct in 
this State, whether resident therein or not." 

The act "approved March 11, 1802," amend- 
ing the law of expatriation, embodied in my 
proclamation to the officers, Ac, of election, of 
July 22, 180-1, should be strictly and faithfully 
enforced according to its own provisions. 

To protect the elective franchise, and preserve 
a free election, the officers must look to the laws 
regulating elections, adopt the rules, and apply 
the tests, therein prescribed, aud permit none 
others to be imposed. 

There being no power or authority in the Fed- 
eral or State governments to authorize military 
Interference with elections, it follows, as a con- 
sequence, that any such interference, under any 
pretence whatever, must be a wanton violation 
of the law, and places the perpetrators in re- 
belllent contumacy to the government. To 
support aud vindicate the laws, and maintain 
and defend the rights sacred to free government, 
i6 the duty of every good citizen. Should your 
fears of unlawlul Interference of military forces 
be realized in any county, or at any precinct, 
pursue the legal modes of meeting it — but do 
not blame your government for lawless acts of 
our soldiery. Let the blame rest on those who 
have power but who fad to control and pro- 
vent it. • 

The constitution and laws, the genius and 
spirit of our free government, alike oppose aud 
condemn such acts. Because the law of our 
government condemns and punishes unlawful 
interference w ith the freedom of elections, we 
should the more firmly stand by and maintain 
it. Our laws do not condemn robbery more 
than they condetnu au unlawful interference 
with elections. 

No one would think of turning against the 
government because he had been assailed and 
plundered by the robber. Upon the contrary, 
ho would resist tiie robber to the utmost of his 
power— overcome him, if able, aud appeal him 
to the laws for punishment. The right to have 
a free clcctiou has the highest sanctions of our 
government; and authority cannot lie given to 
disturb its freedom. The assumption of such 
power, therefore, by any person, whether in 
civil or military authority, State or Federal, will 
be but the assumption of the bandit and rob- 
ber— thai might is right— aud should he lUOt by 



a brave and manly opposition, and a loyal en- 
forcement of the laws of our government. 

By observing the rules prescribed by law as 
your only rule of duty, we will have, what we 
have a right to have, "a free election." 

To the citizens I will add, it is your duty, 
each and all, to stand together' iu maintaining 
and defending this right sacred to free govern- 
ment, whenever aud wheresoever and by whom- 
soever ossoiled. No matter, how widely you may 
differ in views of policy or choice of candi- 
dates, yon have a common and undivided inter- 
est in maintaining and defending for all and for 
each the ■ freedom of elections. Divide as you 
please In your choice of candidates — this Is 
your right — but ttand together to the utmost 
extremity in maintaining and defending this 
right, common to all, the security of all, and 
tho privilege to each. I trust thoro may not 
lie any tuch efforts to interfere with the elec- 
tions as many apprehend; but I know that 
the. people have the power to have a free 
election if they have the will, and will 
stand together in defence of their right. The 
people of Kentucky are a law-abiding, loyal, 
and much-enduring people, and will ever be 
found struggling "to maintain and defend the 
supremacy of the Constitution, and to preserve 
the L'nion, with all the dignity, equality, and 
rights of the several States unimpaired," bnt 
will not accept a military despotism as a substi- 
tute for constitutional government. 

To the people— whose right it is to have — it 
Intrusted the defence and protection of the 
pnrlty and freedom of the election. My faith 
does not falter nor mind doubt as to the issue. 
"AU elections shall be free and equal" is the 
mandate of the constitution and the flat of the 
people.

TO ALL WHO BELIEVE IN A GREAT 
WESTERN CONSPIRACY. 

The astounding developments recently made 
in the report of the Judge Advocate-General 
may well induce the most serious reflection. 
We do not credit the inferences drawu by him 
as to its extent or ultimate object. We do not 
believe that any wide spread conspiracy of a 
treasonable character in opposition to the Ad- 
ministration has ever yet existed iu any portion 
of this country. 

But we are fully satisfied that there is an or- 
ganization, known as the "Union League," ex- 
tending throughout the United States, one of 
the cardinal purposes of which we believe to be 
to complete the overthrow of the old Federal 
government aud the substitution of another to 
suit their own purposes by force of arms. If 
this is not a treasonable organization wc kuow 
not how to define the term. 

With such an institution in existence among 
us, armed and acting in secret, the true friends 
of their country and its government cannot 
justifiably remain ■passive. It is but natural 
that they should resort to counter organization. 
When properly conducted, and when in good 
faith acting strictly in defence of themselves, of 
their rights and institutions, wc believe such an 
organization to be in the highest degree com- 
mendable. Wc have urged to such a course 
heretofore. We repeat that recommendation 
now. The strength which results from associa- 
tion must be invoked to our aid if w« would be 
successful. 

We do not deny that some of these counter 
organizations have, contrary to our views of 
policy and propriety, imitated the Union 
Leagues and resorted to secret associations. 
Some of these may be even treasonable In their 
character. In the very nature of things a wrong 
upon one side is calculated to beget a counter- 
acting wrong npon the other. We speak this 
not approvingly, but in the spirit of philosoph- 
ical truth. Wc know nothing of any organiza- 
tions among the opponents of the Administra- 
tion which arc thus improjierlT conducted. We 
believe their number at most to be small. Wo 
condemn them, aud arc not therefore responsi- 
ble for their acts. 

But suppose their nnmbcr to be as great as is 
stated in this reportof the Judge Advocate-Gen- 
cial, and that their purpose is as therein intima- 
ted. Suppose them to have already from live 
hundred thousand to a million of members in 
organized ramifications, extending throughout 
many of "the Western States, and that they in- 
tend' to act in treasonable opposition to the plans 
aud purposes of the Administration, and the 
subject becomes one of the gravest magni- 
tude. Let us briefly study the lesson which it 
teocbes. 

No great movement of this kind is without 
some adequate cause. That cause may not al- 
ways be justifiable, but it can neve with safety 
be disregarded. They who would resort to brute 
force to crush out any wide-spread dissatisfac- 
tion unheard are not the men to whom the wel- 
fare of a great people can be safely intru ted. 
This truth could never have a more striking 
illustration than that presented by the present 
condition of our country. A blind persistence 
in error and a dogged determination to use vio- 
lence instead of reason may and can light the 
flames of civil war in onr midst, just as th^y did 
a few years since between the sister States of the 
Union'. The true remedy consists in removing 
the irritating cause, and not in increasing it. 

Every one must perceive that a state of feeling 
now prevails which threatens the most direful 
results. That bitter animosity which consti- 
tutes t lie food on which civil war is nourished 
pervades every neighborhood, and is d.iilv 
increasing in virulence and intensity. Wc 
arc preparing and multiplying the. elements of 
combustion, and, like reckless children, arc 
playing with the firebrands which may at any 
moment light up the conflagration. 

War has been invoked as the renisdy for alleged 
wrongs. The people arc daily schooled in tho 
idea that for the redress of any supposed griev- 
ance an appeal should be made to the sword, 
nnd not to the civil magistrate. A contempt 
for laws and constitutions is practically incul- 
cated. The President 6ets the example by de- 
claring, in effect, that our present murderous 
war must be continued for the violent over- 
throw of some of the cardinal provisions of 
our venerated constitution, of which ho disap- 
proves. He conducts the war in such a manner 
as to canse the great heart of humanity to shud- 
der and revolt, and to lead to the appre- 
hension that the extermination of a whole peo- 
ple, witli whom we have long been connected 
by so many still unbroken tics, is the object 
of his ultimate iutention; he encourages— at 
least by not discountenancing — the organiza- 
tion of armed and secret leagues, for the 
probable purpose of compelling by violence 
implicit acquiescence in his views and purposes. 
This gives rise to armed organization ou thy 
other hand. The two parties, not unequal in 
point of numbers, stand eyeing each other with 
feelings of vigilant and increasing malevolence, 
ready to brave all the horrors of civil war in 
the North to carry out their respective pur- 
poses. This is the "condition of thin gs present- 
ed before us, if the report of the Judge Advo- 
cate-General is entitled to credibility. 

Where is all this to end except iu a general 
convulsion, involving all wc hold dear? Think 
not that this danger is imaginary or remote. 
It impends over jour own heads. It surrounds 
> our own households. It stares you full in the 
face. Be warned before you are its victim. 

There is but one path of safety. Let 
the war end as soon as consistent with the 
national integrity and honor. No oue asks 
more than this. This much can be readily 
accomplished. The tone of Southern feel- 
ing which comes to us in various 'shapes 
and from as many sources, convinces ns that 
the old government may, without more butch- 
ery or ruin, be restored. Shall we continue the 
war for an unlawful purpose— for the enforce- 
ment of a theory at war with the established 
constitution — when by so doing we arc but 
nursing a demon which may soon devour our 
pr o per ly , onr children, and ourselves? Let 
peace come again, and the embittered feeling 
Which now animates the defiant hearts of an- 
tagonist partisans will melt agaiu with harmo- 
ny, and we shall again become one people in 
feelirg as well as instinct. It is the sunshine 
and not the Storm which can cause us to lay 
nsiilc the dealt Ol prejudice and submit again to 
the promptings of fraternal friendships in our 
ncighhorhoi <ls nnd our States, as well as be- 
tween the belligerent sections which have so 
long mutually abandoned themselves to the dic- 
tates of the riiost envenomed hatred.

Indian Ji stic k. — Many years ago a gentle- 
man from the central part of New Hampshire 
was in the Pcqiiawkct country attending to his 
property near the village of Frycburg, when a 
company of Indians from the Penobscot tribe 
came there for a temporary abode, and pitched 
their tent* on nn elevation near the Saco river. 
Iu passing to his lauds he noticed a squaw 
kneeling to pick strawberries, and creeping to 
different parts of the patch that furnished the 
fruit. Her attitude struck him as singular, but 
he concluded she took that posture as most con- 
venient for the purpose. 

On his return she had disappeared, and lie 
supposed had gone to sell berries. But as he 
approached the settlement, he observed the un- 
usual sight of an Indian carrying a squaw on 
his back. A nearer viewed show him the person 
whom he saw iu the strawberry-field. After 
having witnessed the occurrence several times, 
on inquiry of the Indians as to the cause of this 
action, one of them replied: "He bad Indian. 
He drink much Soccapee. He drunk, au3 
( hecpic (devil) get in him. Then he put squaw's 
feet in fire. They burn oil"." As he lookeil he 
saw they were crippled and useless. The tribe 
resented the cruelty, and its council were about 
to decide on bis Immediate execution. But one 
of the elder nnd wiser of the number interposed 
bis opinion, and gave this advice: "No sho it; 
make him live as long as squaw live; make him 
carry squaw, when she want walk; when squaw 
die, then shoot." 

The decision w.is in accordance with this 
counsel, and thus secured to the injured woman 
perpetual kind treatment from her husband. 
The fact of his own death ns soon as she died 
made him careful to preserve her health and 
life; and the punishment of bearing her as his 
constant burden, as well as the compelled atten- 
tion to her welfare, formed a striking example 
of the retributive sffiwdnoes of "Indian jus- 
tice."

Mnohced, That neither the Federal Govern- 
ment nor the people or government of the non- 
slaveholding States have a purpose or a consti- 
tutional right to legislate upon or interfere with 
slavery in any of the States of the Union. 

Kesilvcd, That those persons in the North 
who do not subscribe to the foregoing proposi- 
tion arc too Insignificant in numbers and influ- 
ence to excite the serious attention or alarm of 
any portion of the people of the Republic, and 
that the increase of their numbers and influence 
does not keep pace with the increase of the ag- 
gregate population of the North. 

Congresb by a vole nearly unanimous, passed 
the following vesolutbrti, at the extra session of 
1861, which expresses the voice of the nation,, 
and is the true standard of loyalty. 

That the present deplorable civil war has 
been forced upon tho country by the disunion- 
ists of the Southern States, now'in arms against 
the Constitutional Government and in arms 
around the capital; that in this national emer- 
gency, Congress, banishing all feeling of mere 
passion and resentment, will recollect only its 
duty to the whole country that this war Is not

SI RORni. NATION OF CRIME— "THE OOTEKN- 
MF.NT" HIKING T11FM To COMMIT CHIME— 
THE HiFAMY OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

We called the attention of our readers, a few 
days ago, to tome extraordinary developments 
made in the trial of Johnson A Sutton, d»v- 
goodt merchants of this city, before a military 
commitslon, upon the charge of selling goods 
to blockade-i tinner! and contraband-traders 
within tho lines of tho enemy. It appeared 
from tho tettimony of the only witness produced 
on the part of the Government iu this case that 
the said witness, with his wife, was engaged 
abont tho first of April latt, and sent out by the 
Government as a principal in the Illicit business 
so which tho accused merchants were charged 
with being Boeessories, from the fact that th.:y 
had told to him the goods which he was author- 
ised by the Government to tell to guerillas 
within the enomy's lines. Thlt man Worsely, 
the Government's witness, says: 

"He told goods to Mosby and his officers un- 
doi . . direction and wifh the knowledge Of Ae 
Government, and he always informed the Gov- 
ernment of what he did. Witness's wife was 
alto in the tame business, and he was compen- 
sated by the Government. Witness had made 
money by selling goods, bnt had not divided 
proceeds with the Government. Witness gave 
bonds to the Government, and they took his 
honor for the faithful performance of his duties." 

In the esse of Hamilton, Easter, A Co., mer- 
chants, of Baltimore, arraigned before the same 
charge, nnd in which the Government produced 
the same witnesses as its sole source of evi- 
dence against the accused, this man swore in 
like manner ns follows: 

"He was running the goods to the South by 
the order of Gen. Augur; he had permits to buy 
and sell those goods from Gen. Aurgur; he did 
it iu full knowledge of and by the authority of 
the general government ; he reported every 
trip to Gen. Aurgur, with whom he left the let- 
ters which he always brought from the South." 

It appears, therefore, that this man was a 
contraband trader with the enemy, under the 
authority and by the direction of the Govern- 
ment, pun-ning ibis business as a profession in 
the paid service of the Government for the pur- 
pose of acting as a spy upon the enemy and as a 
decoy to inveigle merchants on our side of the 
line into the commission of acts w hich might 
subject them lo the charge of selling goods to 
contraband traders. * 

We have nothing to 6ay upon the immorality 
of such a transaction. It is" so shocking to the 
moral sense of the community that any argu- 
ment in the case would be superfluous. But 
we wish to call attention to the legal aspect of 
the queetion raised by these prosecutors. 

If the agent of the Government had permis- 
sion from the Government to trade with the 
enemy, wc have to ask what crime was com- 
mitted by the men who sold the goods to a 
licensed trade? If it was lawful for Worsely to 
carry the goods to the enemy, and if he did so 
not only with the knowledge, but, as he swears, 
under the direction of the Government, it was 
ccrtninly no crime to furnish to this agent of 
the Government the stock on which he traded 
In its service. 

But it may be said that the Government per- 
mitted this man to engage in illicit trade with 
the enemy in order more perfectly to keep up 
the character he was simulating. Such a de- 
fence proceeds on the assumption that the Gov- 
ernment may violate the law, without guilt, in 
the effort to entrap private citizens into the vio- 
latkm. If the Government may in this way 
suborn men to the commission of crime there is 
nn end of all moral discriminations founded on 
distinctions between what is right and wrong. 
Morality and virtue are transformed by such a 
theory into mere matters of convention, which 
a government is permitted to disregard with 
impunity. It would be an insult to common 
sense, to common morality, and to common de- 
cency to suppose that any court of law would 
give its sauction to a doctrine so abhorrent as 
this. 

In the defence made by the Hon. Mr. Riddle, 
in the case of Johnson and Sutton, before the 
military commission, he referred in detail to the 
enw of'Marebnl McPlmil. of Baltimore, in June 
lust, In which it appeared that certain persons 
were seduced into the commission of "disloyal 
deeds" by the Marshal's detectives, and were 
finally caught with their contraband goods off 
Nortli Point, wldlc on the way to Virginia, as 
they supposed. Chief Justice Taney, when 
the case was brought before him in the U. 
S. Di ii ict Court, commented severely on the 
e normity of the offence of seducing and betray- 
ing men into the commission of crime, and rc- 
fused to condemn the property under such cir- 
enmstances. The Chief Justice accordingly 
gave his decision reversing the decision of the 
Dh-trict Court, ordered the goods to be restored, 
nn<l said: "Marshal McPbail bad rendered him- 
self amenable lo action at law." 

Wc give an abstract of this decision, so di- 
rectly applicable lo the cases now pcntling be- 
fore the military commission in the city, as we 
find It in the Baltimore Sun of June 1th, 18G3: 

"The Chief Justice reversed the decision of 
the District Coi'rt condemning the poods, and 
decided the points in favor of the claimants. In 
pronouncing his decision, he staled tho case to 
lie without n pnrallel in the jurisprudence of 
(his Country or England. He reviewed and an- 
alyzed the evidence at length, characterizing the 
condBct of the detectives as stained with treach- 
ery, falsehood, forgery, and fraud, aud slated 
that no court of justice could condemn goods 
seized under the circumstances of this ease; that 
to do so would be to make themselves a party 
to the fraud, and it v. ould establish a precedent 
seductive of the fidelity of the citizen and de- 
moralizing to the officers of tho government. 
The decree ordered the property or its appraised 
value paid into court. The Chief Justice fur- 
ther decided that there was not probable cause 
for the seizure. This makes the Captor* answer- 
able to the claimants lor their damages ami 
costs caused bv the act."

Tho Richmond papers of tho 4111 contain tho 
folic. win j concerning the sinking of the Alber- 

marle and capture or Plymouth. 

Tho Dispatch says the capture of Plymouth, 
N. C, by tho enemy, is explained by later ac- 
acoants. 

A lack of sufficient watchfulness on the part 

of our troops seems to have been the prime 
cause of the loss of the town. It seems that 
on Thursday night a party of eighteen men, be- 
longing to tho Blackberry fleet in Albemarle 
Sound, eight or ten miles from Plymouth, took 
a small torpedo boat and started for Plvmonth. 

On the way they found a small boat, contain- 
ing fifty-four of our men, in the river, stationed 
there as a picket guard, but all of them being a 
sleep, they were taken prisoners. Then pro- 
ceeiling to Pit month, they found tho Albemarle 
st her wharf, and, running the torpedo boat un- 
der her amidship, blew her up, causing much 
damage, from which she soon sunk. 

The infantry was stationed on the wharf, w ho 
liitd on the assaulting party, and after the Al- 
bemarle sunk captured tho whole of them, but 
no one was killed, and only one man wounded. 
There was no force of the enemy near Plymouth, 
with the exception of five or six guiiboats in 
the sound, but the loss of the Albemarle opened 
the Roanoke to them, and heuce the fall "of the 
town. 

Captain Roberts, it is stated, commanded the 
Albemarle. It is understood that no lives were 
loH on the Albemarle, and that there were very 
few men on board at the time of the explosion 
of the torpedo. 

Nuw York, Ncv. 7. 
By the nerald's correspondent it appears that 
On. Sherman lias sent the 4th corps to Deca- 
tur to Operate against Hood, while with the oth 
corps of his army he has moved to Atlanta, and 
is in all probability about to Inaugurate an of- 
fensive campaign for the present, thus ignoring 
for the time the existence of Hood, or leaving 
him to prosecute his campaign into Teuuessco 
al his leisure.

to preserve peace. 

Superintendent Kennedy has issued an order 
to the members of the Metropolitan police in- 
siiucting them to enforce throughout the Dis- 
trict compliance with the State requirements 
that no intoxicating liquors shall be sold 
on election day; that no box for the 
distribution of tickets shall be put within 150 
feet of a polling place, and that no unjustifiable 
phj sicol force shall »c used either by policemen 
tr citizens to excite or interrupt elections.

JOIINSONVII.I.E EvACTATKD — WORKSHOPS Dlt- 

kukivkd.— From a gentleman who left John- 
sonvlllc, Tennessee, on Saturday, we haTC some 
interesting details of operations in that vicinity. 
The rebel Generals Forrest and Dick Taylor, 
with a force estimated at 15,000 men, hove 
full possession of the country surrounding John- 
sonville, and their batteries line the banks of 
the Tennessee river. On Friday four gunboats— 
32, 42, 43, and 4i— convoying a fleet of fourteen 
transports up the river, were attacked by the 
rebels six miles below Johnsonville. The 
rebel batteries were well planted, and the 
guns handled with masterly skill. Their shot 
and shell crushed through our boats, wreckim 
them in a fearful manner, and completely dis- 
abling them. The gunboat No. 32 received 
thirty-five cannon shots through her. In or- 
der to prevent the fleet from* falling iuto the 
hands of the rebels, all of the boats were run to 
the opposite bank of the river, set on fire, and 
abandoned. The flames spread rapidly, and the 
gunboats and transports were destroyed. It is 
said that six rebel batteries were employed iu this 
light. On Saturday Johnsonville was evacuated 
by our troops. Soon after the rebels entered the 
place, and a fearful scene of destruction ontucd. 
All of the large Government work-shopt arc 
now ia ruins. Before evacuating the post, 
ouj troops destroyed a large amount of supplies 
collected there. After completing the work of 
i destruction the rebels retired. Johnsonville 
| has been rooccupied by tho Federal troopt. The 
garriton has been reinforced until it is strong 
enough to offer stubborn resistance to any force 
that may attack it. Forrest nud Taylor are en- 
deavoring to cross the Teauessee river, for the 
parpotc, as it la believed, of invading Kentucky.

Thk Ei.Ft-rioN Fracds ano the Administra- 
tion.— The seizure of the ballol* of trie New York 
soldiers in the course of transmission is one of 
the mott thumelcss pieces of political scoundrel- 
ism ever perpetrated. A few words will suffice 
to demonstrate the dishonesty of the pretext, 
and expose the motives of the seizure. 

The pretence is that the New York agents 
have been detected iu the perpetration of three 
different kinds of rascality, namely, forging the 
signatures of actual soldiers, forging the signa- 
ture! of dead soldiers, inventing tho names of 
fictitious soldiers and attaching them to spuri- 
ous ballots. These charges, it true, prove the 
perpetrators to lie not rogues, but fools; if false, 
they prove the inventors to be either fools them- 
selves, or rogues who presume a great deal 
on the folly aud credulity of others. The 
reader must liear in mirid that we have a 
registry law by which all the names of 
voters'in every election district are set down 
in a public list. Soldier* do not lose their 
residence by absence in tho army; and, being 
known in their own neighborhoods, are regis- 
tered with the rest. Now suppose any political 
agent were fool enough lo foriro the signatures 
of actual soldiers, what would take place? The 
forgery cannot, of course, prevent the sendiui:, 
by tuch soldiers, of their genuine ballots, wilh 
the proper signatures and authentication. These 
come to their friends, who know them and can 
identify their handwriting. When the bogus bal- 
lots are presented they are confronted and discred- 
ited bv the real ones! By the nature of the case, 
the forgeries cannot be imitations, since a man's 
hand cannot be imitated by merely kuowim; his 
nnme. Such forgeries would simply lead to 
sell-exposure; nouc but a fool would attempt 
them, and they could damage no party but the 
one in whose interest they wero perpetrated. 

Let us next consider the case of dead soldiers. 
When soldiers die their friends and acquaint- 
ances very 6oon learn of their death through 
the correspondence of soldiers of the 6ame com- 
pany, who are, for the most part, recruitcel in 
the same neighborhood. Their names would be 
struck from the list of registered voters, and 
forged ballots purporting to come from them 
would be scll-dctected. Even should there bo 
an occasional case where the death had not been 
heard of, the impossibility of tho forger imitat- 
ing the hand of the deceased, which would be 
known to his lricnds at home, would atlbrd a 
certain clue to detection. 

The remaining case is the invention of ficti- 
tious names. The fact that no such uames were 
on the registers, and could not by any possibil- 
ity be sworn on by the testimony of a house- 
hinder of the district, would dispose of suoh 
cases very summarily. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the pretexts on 
which the ballots of the New York soldiers have 
been seized bv the Adminisli-ntiou, are perfectly 
absurd. So violent is their absurdity that uo 
testimony can render them probable; if any 
such testimony is produced, it has doubtless 
been suborned. 

The purpose of raisiug this false hue-and-cry 
is perfectly appai cut. It is a cloak for a deed 
of mlqnltT, It is an excuse lor withholding tho 
votes of the New York soldiers from their elesli- 
nation, invented after it was found that they 
weri filing tw.. to oue for the Democratic cau- 
didates. — A'. Y. World.

THE EXPATRIATION OATH. 
Gen. Bnrbridgo in his General Orders, No. 7, 
of thcSGth ult., in reference to the Presidential 
Election, said : 

The rebel element in our midst, whether resi- 
dent or sojourning from other States, has no 
right to interfere in our elections, and those 
who ore known as adherents of the cause of 
the rebellion will not he i>ermltted to indulge in 
seditious discussions, attend political meetings, 
or the places of voting on election day. Tho 
Act of the Legislature of the State of Kentucky, 
. of March 1, IMB, must be the test of political 
rights to all such, and neither false oaths or the 
calpable connivance of partisan officers of elec- 
tions will shield from punishment those who 
violate it. 

Thus, in the Expatriation Act, Governor 
Bramlstte, In hit proclamation of tho 17th ult., 
says it "should be strictly and faithfully enforced 
according to Its own provisions." The oath 
which hat heretofore been prescribed is as fol- 
lows: 

Tou, A B, do solemnly swear that, since the 
lllh day of April, 1862, yon have not- entered 
into aor been in the service of 'the so-called 
Confederate States, nor in the service of the 
I rovisional Government of Kentucky, iu cithor 
a civil or military capacity; and vou do further 
solemnly swear that, slace the 11th day of April^ 
186L you have not taken up or been in arms 
against tho military forces of the Lliiled Statoa 
or the military forces of the State of Kentucky; 
and you do further solemnly swear that, since 
Ihe said 11th day of April, 18«2, you have In no 
way, either directly or indirectly, given any vol- 
untary aid or assistance to any person or per- 
sons who were in arms against the military 
forces of the State of Kentucky. So help you 
God.

ARMY NEWS AND POLITICS. 

BitiueiEi-oiiT, Ala., Nov. 2, MtU. 
It is most likely that the army vote, as fur as 
this army is concerned, will be very light. Hood 
is makiug rapid strides lor Kentue'ky, nnd Sher- 
man is not the man to halt his army to vote, 
when he can do much better service to the coun- 
try by hunting the daring rebel chief, and annihi- 
lating his forces. The Union forces are moving 
in every direction with a view to corner Hood! 
Tliomas is in his front, and Sherman in his rear, 
with considerable forces on his flanks. It is not 
difficult to see, that, if the men be not taken 
home to vote, the day is not distant when 
"old Peg Leg" will have to surrender or be cut 
topicccs.

Of 
course the lazy rogues do nothing except fol- 
low their natural vocation of picking up odds 
and ends about the camp. There is quite a batch 
of juvenile darkies, romping about the fields, 
w ho are as expert as winged Mercuries in appro- 
priating to their own use other people's prop- 
erty. Anything, from a jack-knife or revolver, 
to a shirt or a pair of unmentionables, are 
hid away as scientifically as the cattle of Admc- 
tus were by Mercury on the day of his birth. 

IS Mercury were an African he could not be 
imitated with more adroitness, nor worship|ied 
wilh a steadier devotion. What an exchange 
these wretched people have made in accepting 
freedom for servitude. As soon as the present 
state of things shall end, aud they are thrown 
on their own resources for support, will come 
theirday of trial and the beginning of their cx- 
tinctiiin. Their exalted idea of freedom consists 
of being fed and clothed free, and have nothing 
to do but sleep in the sunshine and pilfer what 
they can.

Foitunatelj-, ss a mutter of foci, there are no obstacles 
to the citizenship of the Southern negro greater then 
these in Ihe way ol tho average foreign immigrant 
The emancipated lietro is ut least as industrious and 
thrifty ns Ihe Celt, takes more pride in self-suppoit, Is 
far more eager for education, aud lues fewer vices.

more pride iu self-support, is fur more eager for 
education, and has fewer vices" than General 
Mcnghcr or any of his race? How will it lit the 
learned calibre of that other Lincoln gasometer. 
General Kcirnan, who sold himself for a mess of 
government pottage, and stultified himself, to 
the disgust of every honest man, to know that 
"it is impossible to nnme any standard of requi- 
sites for the full rights of citizenship which will 
give a vote to the Cell and exclude the negro?" 
Don't you think, gentlemen, you have started 
In the wrong boat? If the negro has any claims 
to an equality to or a superiority over any Celt, 
il in certainly the one who votes' with the party 
iliat would lift him above ihe white, and 6cekl 
to vitiate the pure blood of the Caucasian raoe 
by mingling with it the black aud sluggish 
stream of tho besotted African.

SUE MUNDY'S DEPREDATIONS. 

Versailles, Nov. 4, 18i!4. 
Our town was greatly excited by Ihe appear- 
ance of n party of guerillas on Tuesday night, 
the 1st inst. Two of them were seen on the 
street early in • the evening, visiting stores, 
making purchases, ond paying for what they 
bought. Thev visited the Suur.y Sido restaurant, 
and, after taking some old Bourbon, went to 
C. O. Smithcrs's lively stable, took a horse, and 
left town without committing furihor depreda- 
tions. This was only the advanced guard of 
Sue Mundy's thieving gang. Our worthy 
Preiyost Marshal, T. J. Macy, was on the alert, 
ond, fearing they intended to make a raid in 
lorce during the night, the citizens prepared 
themselves wilh alius and ammunilion and 
awaited their coming. About three o'clock in 
the morning a party of six guerillas returned, 
and were promptly met and ordered to halt and 
surrender. Refusing to do so, they were greeted 
wilh a volley from shot-guns, lilies, and pistols, 
1 tit with wliat etfect is not known, for they left 
in great haste in the direction of McKown's 
Ferry. I regret to soy that in the fight Mr. 
William Shipp, Fon of" Richard D. Shipp, Esq., 
cashier of the Commercial Bank, received a 
pistol shot in the back of the neck, which, al- 
though painful, it is hoped will not prove seri- 
ons. 

Bnt the most atrocious circumstance remaint 
to be recorded, These robbers, during their ab- 
sence from Versailles, were prowling in the 
neighborhood, and directed their steps to the 
residence of the Messrs. Harpers, living about 
five miles north of us. Jacob, Adam, John, and 
Elizabeth compose the family, and all are far 
advanced in age. They are" large property 
owners, and supposed to have a good deal of 
monev on the premises, hence the visit of these 
robber fiends. Thev entered the front room, 
where the Harpers were all assembled, stand- 
ing In the ntlitude of defiance, when one of the 
ouerillos abruptly addressed them, and de- 
inanded that they" be seated, or he would bring 
them down, presenting his pistol at the same 
lime Adam immediately drew a pistol aud 
shot the speaker down. At this time several 
shot6 were tired by the raiders, and returned by 
the Harpers. Finding the place too hot for 
Hum. the rebels left in haste, taking their 
wounded with them. If money was their ob- 
ject, they utterly failed, not having once men- 
tioned it. Adam Harper received a shot in the 
region of the heart, from which lie died in- 
stantly. Jacob was slightly wounded in the 
hand. 

Retracing their steps to Versailles, the out- 
laws called on Mr. Warren Vilcy, where they 
had previously supped, and pressed his buggy, 
and would have taken a horse but for the posi- 
tive ri monstrance of Mr. Vilcy. They hitched 
in one of their own horses, packed iu their 
wounded, nnd proceeded to town, relieving Mr. 
Thos. Epler at the toll-gate of some live or six 
dollars, all the money ho had. Mr. Viley's 
buggy was found next morning about two 
miles south of town, with harness cut aud mu- 
tilated. , 

I nm gratified to sav that our citizens have 
resolved, in the future, to defend their property 
again' t all raiders. For this purpose a meet- 
ing was held at the court-house to organize a 
guard for home protection. SAM.

Our Platform and our Candidates Vin- 
dicated from Republican Aspersions by 
Republican Authority.— The aspersion cast 
upon the Chicago Platform by the Republicans 
Is that it declares for unconditional peace. 

From thi3 aspersion the Chicago Platform is 
thus vindicated by the Washington Chronicle, 
the central organ of the Republican party : 

Whatever inav be said of that portion of the 
resolutions of the Cliicago Convention which 
criticises the Federal aduunktration, every pa- 
tr'ot must be rejoiced to see that important 
bodv, representing so large a portion of the 
American people, solemnly declare that the Union 
must be preferred. Mark the words in which 
this determination is expressed: "We will 
adhere, with unswerving fidelity, to the 
Union and the Constitution, as the only solid 
foundation of our strength, security, and hap- 
piness as a people, aud as the frame-work of 
government cmally conducive to the welfare of 
all the States, both Northern and Southern." 
This expression is probably tlie most signijicant ad- 
monition that couul be presented to the enemies in 
arms <■/,•«''«' th- /.'•;»•<».'/'■•. The»e tuemio- have 
looked to the Democratic party aud to the Chi- 
cago Convention for encouragement iu their 
expectation of separation and disunion. They 
have been flattered by the iica that lieeause 
Mr. YaUandigham, Mr. Fernando Wood, and a 
few others, have preached peace doctrines, 
therefore this preaching meant dissolution, or, 
In other words, Southern independence. The 
resolutions of the Chicago Convention h ire taken 
this last prop from under their feet, and they now 
see that there is no party so contemptible in the free 
States as that ■ hah advocates peeice on the basis 
of separation, and that all parties in our section 
are in favor of the unity of the republic. So 
tignificant has been the action of the Chicago Con~ 
vtntion on this subject, that when Mr. Long, "f 
Ohio, proj)osed to introduce a qualifyinq restitution 
looking to peace, he was ruled out if order, and 
the resolutions, as reported by Mr. Guthrie, 
were adopted, as the report say», "w ith few dis- 
senting voices." 

The aspersion ca?t upon General McClellan 
by the Republicans is that he is neither a soldier 
nor a patriot, 

From this aspersion General McClellan is vin- 
dicated by Mr. Lincoln himself, a late member 
©f whofC Cabiuct, Mr. Montgomery Blair, re- 
ferred very recently to General McClellan in a 
public speech in New York tu follows: 

A qupndam chief of the Federal armv— one 
whom to the last I believed to be true' to the 
cat; . in which his country Is embarked, and I 
may add, whom the President held to be patriotic 
and had concerted with General Grant to brinn 
again into the field as hit adjunct, if he turned 
fas back on the proposals of the peace junto at 
Chicago. 

The aspersion cast upon Mr. Pendleton by 
the Republicans Is that he voted against sup- 
plies for the army and navy. 

From this aspersion Mr. Pendleton is vindi- 
cated by the Springtield Republican, the moil 



fgF Many people profess to think, and doubt- 
less some really do think, that Mr. Lincoln, if he 
should be re-elected, would uot conclude a dis- 
honorable peace. To all such people, we 
answer that Mr. Lineolu has already attempted 
to conclude such a peace. We refer to the 
proposition which Jaquess and Gilmore sug- 
gested to Jeff Davis, after Mr. Lincoln had cou- 
lided to them his views respecting a settlement, 
and had given them a pass through our lines to 
Richmond. The proposition to which we refer 
is thus stated by Mr. Gilmore in his report of 
the mission : 

Suppose the two Government* should agree 
to something like this: To go* to the people 
with two propositions: sav peace, with disuu- 
ion and Southern independence, as your propo- 
sition—and peace, with nnion, emancipation, no 
conli.' cation, and universal amnesty, as ours. 
Let the citizens of all the United States (as they 
existed before the war) vote "yes" or "no" on 
these two propositions at « special election 
within sixty davs. If a majority votes disunion, 
our government to be bound" by it, aud to let 
you go in peace. If a majority votes union, 
yours to be bound by it, and to stay in peace. 
The two governments can contract in this way 
and the people, though constitutionally unable 
to decide on peace or war, can elect which oi 
the two propositions shall govern their rulers. 
Let Lee and Grant, meanwhile, agree to an armis- 
tice. This would ihcathe the sword; anel, if on- e 
slttathed, it would necer again be drawn by this 
generation. 

This proposition, it will be seen, not only sub- 
mits the.<mestion of Union or disunion to a vote 
of the people of the several States, but weighs 
down the side of the Union with universal eman- 
cipation. Nevertheless, the result of the vote 
taken under these circumstances, no matter 
what the result might be, was to be binding 
upon the countn '. Thanks to Jeff Davis, the 
proposition fell through, aud Mr. Lincoln's po- 
litical confidants returned to Washington with 
fleas in their ears. Thanks to Jeff Davis, but no 
thanks to Mr. Lincoln, who, if there is truth in 
man or force in reason, was ready to conclude 
peace upon these dishonorable terms. 

What Mr. Lincoln has attempted to do once, 
he of course may attempt to do again; and, 
judging from the recent avowal of Horace 
Greeley, Mr. Lincoln's most influential sup- 
porter, the day of the renewal of this base 
attempt is not far distant, if Mr. Lincoln unhap- 
pily shall be re-elected. "I have no objection," 
said Mr. Greeley in a speceh at Hartford in 
Connecticut the other day, "to a people estab- 
lishing a government of their own; lam willing, 
if the Southern people, by a vote, shall declare 
that they desire to lice outside of the Union, to let 
them go." This avowal is significant enough 
in itself; but the full significance of the 
avowal is brought out only when it is 
considered in connection with the abortive 
overture under notice. Its full significance is 
startling. 

Let candid men reflect upon these facts, aud 
say w hethcr or not Mr. Lincoln, if he shall be 
re-elected, will conclude a dishonorable peace. 
And let them say at the same time whether or 
not General McClellan is capable of cither offer- 
ing or accepting an armistice for the purpose of 
submitting the question of the national exist- 
ence to a vote! His most inventive and most 
reckless adversaries have never held him capa- 
ble of such abasement. Yet Mr. Lincoln has 
already sounded the depths of this abasement, 
and, if he is re-elected, may take a fresh^iluuge 
at any day, carrying down the Union with 
him. Neither the honor nor the existence of the, 
nation is safe in his luinds. 

ijsj Personal alxisc and the perversion of his. 
torieal facts connected with the military career 
of McClellan arc the only arguments which 
radicalism has yet brought against him, aud it 
commenced this war of de traction as soon as 
he was summoned to Waohiagton to the chief 
command of the army. Every 6oldicr ought to 
make it a personal matter to vindicate the fame 
of bis old comrade aud leader from these at- 
tacks. Every volunteer in tho Union ranks 
•light to vote against Mr. Lincoln, if for no 
other reason, because he has for two years kept 
Generul McClellan* out of service, while that 
BBttaa interval of time has produced no better 
results than he had achieved before he was re- 
moved in the fall ofUMB. The campaign against 
Richmond in that year failed because the Admin- 
istration tamed a deaf ear to McClcllan's appeals 
for reinforcements, but absolutely withdrew 
Beai ly sixty thousand men from his command, 
reducing his force by more than one-third. Gen- 
eral Grant's campaign has be«n sustainod by 
continual accessions to his army, and yet, after 
nearly six months of energetic effort, without 
any opposition from a tire iu his rear, he has 
not attained his objective point, nor has he 
Biade any further progress thou McClellan did 
in less than half the time. If Blenkcr's division 
and Gen. McDowell's eulirc army corps had not 
been taken from McClellan Richmond would 
have been in his possession before the close of 
June, 18C2, for he wrote to the Secretary of 
War just after midnight on June 2Sth, at Sav- 
age'" Station: "Had I 2o,0n0, or even 10,000, 
fresh troops to use to-morrow, I could take 
Richmond; but I have uot a man in reservs*' 
All the blood aud treasure that have been wasted 
fer two years and four months; all the hope de- 
ferred which has made the heart of the nation 
sick; all the carnage of Chanccllorsvillc, Fred- 
ericksburg, Aitietam, South Mountain, the 
Wilderness, and Gettysburg, and the desolation 
•f Chainbersburg aud in the Shenandoah Valley, 
aie lairiy chargeable to the refusal ot the War 
Department to send more troops to McClellan 
la June, 18G2. Can a soldier who has suffered 
or any member of a soldier's family which ha 
been clothed in mourning during that lom; and 
sad period, cast a vote to perpetuate power 
in hands which have proved so incompetent to 
wield it ? No, it seems impossible. The whole 
Bation ought to rise spontaneously and place 
McClellan in the Presidential chair. His elec- 
tion would be the herald of victory and the 
restoration of peace, with a reunited country 
and our constitution unpolluted by the sacri- 
legious touch of radicalism and jacobinism. A 
vote for Liucoln is a vote for a continued and 
cruel war without results. A vote for McClellan 
is a vote for the Union and peace. 



Sr.ms Of Rebel' States. — Nothing short of 
success in the rebellion can get the rebel States 
out of the Union. They have therefore to be 
treated whilst the rebellion lasts, aud after it is 
subdued, as States iu the Union, except that their 
rebellion, whilst it lasts, deprives them of ai; 
right or power to co-operate in the manage- 
ment of the Federal Government. 

Nothing can be more irrational than to sup- 
pose a power in Congress either to expel the 
rebel States or permanently to exercise despotic 
rule over them, whilst the constitution prohib- 
its even the nation from depriving them by con- 
stitutional amendment from their "equal suffrage 
in the Senate." 

If there is anything equally irrational it is the 
absurd attempt to deduce from the |dause guar- 
anteeing "to every State ft republican form of 
"■overnmcnt" a power in Congress to impose 
upon a State a goYernment that is not republi- 
can. 

This would be a plain breach of the guar- 
antee under rrctext of its fulfilment. What- 
ever difference of opinion there may be as to 
what was precisely meant by "republican gov- 
ernment," there can be none that self-govern- 
ment by the rcoplc of the State was indis- 
putably a part at least of what was meant. A 
permanent form of government dictated by 
Congress or any extraneous power was cer- 
tainly not intended, as it certainly would uot be 
republican or s"blf government. 

So, also, as to the anti-republican idea of 
giving to one-tenth the government of the 
other nine-tenths of the people of a State. 
aThe rule of the majority U a fundamental 
requisite, according to all Amerieau ideas of a 
republic. 

After the rebellion is subdued the nation will 
not tolerate any protracted arbitrary govern 
mcnt of the rebel States, even if Congress has 
the right so to govern during the rebellion. 

It would be the accumulation of vastly too 
mnch power in the Federal Government, lead 
ing to rapid consolidation and the overthrow of 
the most necessary safeguard of the nation's 
liberty. !_ 



A Cessation of Hostilities. — TSie cessation 
of hostilities for which the Chicago Platform de- 
clares is a cessation of hostilities based upon tho 
submission of the rebels to the constitution. It 
presupposes the virtual accomplishment of the 
only legitimate ohject of hostilities. "So soon.' 
says General McClellan, interpreting this clause 
of the platform in his letter of acceptance, "as 
it is clear, or even probable, that our present 
adversaries are ready for peace. u;>o<i the biisis of 
the Union, we should exhaust all the resources 
of statesmanship practised by civilized nations, 
and taught by the traditions of the American 
people, eonsistent with the honor and interests 
- of the country, to secure such peace, re-estab 
lish the Union, and guarantee for the f«ture the 
constitutional rights of every State. The Union 
is the one condition of peace. We ask no 
more." This is thejeessation of hostilities which 
the Chicago Platform contemplates— a cessation 
of hostilities upon the condition of thepreserva 
tion of the Union. And who is not for a cessation 
of hostilities upon this condition? Who desires 
to prosecute hostilities after the rebels signify 
their readiness to return to the Union under the 
Constitution? Only those who desire to con 
tinuc the war for the revolutionary purpose of 
modelling anew the domestic institutions of the 
Southern States. All such persons undoubtedly 
should vote for Mr. Lincoln. But all who desire 
to continue the war simply for the constitutional 
purpose of preserving the Union, and who de 
sire a cessation of hostilities whenever this pur- 
pose call be accomplished without further war, 
shcrald rbte for General McClellan. The clause 
of the Chicago glatform respecting a ee-*satlon 
of hostilities is in fact nothing more or less than 
a faithful application of the Crittenden Resolu- 
tion to the existing state of affairs. All the 
abolition rant concerning this clause is naked 

humbug. 

Tim.An of Indemnity.— This is an attempt 
by Congress to usurp the omnipotence of an 
Engli»li Parliament, for the purpose of screening 
the President and his 6ulx>rdinates from the 
legal responsibility incurred by their multifa- 
rious crimes and outrages upon the liberty and 
property of private citir.ens. Its gross uncon- 
stitutionality aud iniquity are well exposed in 
the able protest ef the minority of the House of 
Reprcieutativcs. The act is dishonorable to 
those by whom it was passed, and would tarnish 
our national character if the" Judiciary permit- 
ted its enforcement. 



iHTLicutenaut. General Scott wrote a letter to 
Mr. Seward the day previous to the inaugura- 
tion of President Lincoln, which was not made 
public until nearly two year* afterward*, when 
John Van Bureu read it in one of his speeches, 
Mr. Seward w:.. de-ignated as Secretary of the 
State, and therefore General Boott addressed 
im and gave several alternative plans to meet 
the exigencies by which the incoming Adminis- 
tration would be surrounded. They were con- 
ation on the basis of the Crittenden compro- 
mise, invasion and conquest of the insurgent 
States, or saying, "wayward sisters, depart in 
cace." The plan of compromise was advo- 
cated by the Democrats and conservatives gen- 
erally, and the plan of Idling the South go was 
the favorite of Greeley and the radicals. Gen- 
eral Scott was in favor of conciliation. He said: 
Adept tha conciliatory' measures proposed bv 
Mr Crittenden, or the Peace Convention, and, 
mu'life upon it, we shall have no new case of »e- 
eeUion-' but. on the contrary, an early return 
of nianV, if not all. of the Stues which have al- 
readv broken off bom the Union. Without 
o'nie cquallv heaHna measun, the remaining 
laveholding States will probably join the Mont- 
gomery confederacy in less than sixty days. 

This healing measure was defeated by the 
conjoined efforts of secessionists aud abolition- 
ists, and President Lincoln, when 8umpter was 
assailed, determined upon war, which, in his 
hands, has degenerated into a war of conquest 
and subjugation. Upon this plan the matured 
Judgment of General Scott decided as follows: 
Conquer the seceded States by invading 
armies. No doubt this might be done in two 
or three J cars by a young and able General— a 
Wolfe, a Desaix, dr a Hoche — with three hun- 
dred thousand disciplined men, kept up to that 
number, estimating a third for garrisons, and 
the lots of a vet greater number by skirmishes, 
sieges, battles, and Southern fevers. « * * 
The conquest completed at that enormous waste 
of life to the North and Northwest, with at 
least two hundred and fifty millions of dollars 
added thereto, and mi bono t Fifteen devastated 
provinces! not to be brought into harmony 
with their conquerors; but, to be held PpB 
OFNERATioNs by heavy garrisons, at an expense 
quadruple the net duties or taxes which it would 
be possible to extort from them, foli/>wed by 
a protector or emperor. 

A part of this has proved prophetic, and we are 
now to determine whether it all shall prove so. 
Can those States be brought into har- 
mony w ith the North under the policy of con- 
quest, subjugation, confiscation, aud emancipa- 
tion? General Scott thinks not, but that they 
must be held for generations by the strong arm 
of military power, and, finally, that a protector 
or anpsror will follow. Fellow-citizens, think 
of these'words of wisdom from the old soldier 
in whom General Andrew Jackson reposed all 
confidence in 18.'V>. when nullification— the first 
throe of the birth of secession— was crushed by 
their united energy and statesmanship.

Johnsonville is a military post, situ- 
ated on the Northwestern railroad and the 
Tennessee river, aud it has been made a grand 
depot for Government supplies. Transports 
would ascend the Tcuncsnc river as far as the 
post, and there discharge their freight, to be 
transported to other points by railroad. Out- 
sof Nashville, it is the most important mili- 
tary point in Tennessee. To capture it the reb- 
els have made a desperate effort, and have met 
with partial success. On Friday morning For- 
rest planted four batteries on the river, all bear- 
ing. upon the town, at a range of about GOft 
yards. Soon after, the tight opened in earnest, 
and shot and shell flew thick and fast. Three 
gunboats engaged the batteries below 
the town, and one the gnns above. 
In this engagement, the flag-ship Key 
West received twenty shots through her. The 
fight was kept up at intervals nil day. In 
order to prevent the transports and gunboats 
from falling into the hands of the rebels, they 
were fired by our men and destroyed. Among 
the transports thus drstroyed were the Venus, 
Areola, Done No. 2, Aurora, Mountaineer, J. B. 
Ford, Goody Friends, and Duke. Besides these 
aud the gunboats, fifty bargesj laden with gov- 
ernment supplies were consumed by the tire. 
The boats burned rapidly, and the tlames were 
communicated to the immense stores of goods 
piled on the wharf, and theu to the govercmcnt 
warehouses. Col. May, of the steamer Areola, 
to whom we arc indebted for this information, 
estimates that at least five millions of army 
rations and an untold quantity of other sup- 
plies, such as clothing, arms, equipments, cct., 
were destroyed. The loss, indeed, has been 
great. A Quartermaster, whOM name we could 
not learn, was killed on board the gunboat Key 
West. The rebels shelled the town with great 
fury, and created a panic among the citizens 
and government employes. On Saturday even- 
ing, Col. Gallup re-iuforced Col. Thompson, 
commanding the post, with his command. 
The extensive work-shops and large warehouses 
of the tow n arc now one mass of ruins. 



The Soldiej:*' Durv. — The city will present 
to-day the appearance of being under strict 
martial law. The military authorities have 
made extra details, and armed soldiers will 
patrol the streets in the vicinity of every voting 
ilace. Colonel Fairleigh's orders to the officers 
in charge of the detachments are very explicit, 
and there can be no necessity for going beyond 
them. The language of his order is plain, aud 
admits of no doubtful construction. lie tells 
the soldiers that they arc detailed to pre- 
serve order in the city, and implicitly 
says that they shall not interfere with the 
election. He charges them to keep away 
from the rolls — that their presence is not re- 
quired, unless in case of a riot, nearer than one 
square from the places of voting. Let the sol- 
diers obey the Instructions of their chief; there 
can be no excuse for going beyond Colonel Fair- 
leigh's order. In preserving peace and quiet, 
they will be performing their duty, aud no dis- 
turbance will occur to mar the day. 



ttgr* Mr. Lincoln, in his Thanksgiving Procla- 
mation, speaks of "the great trial of civil war 
into which we have been brought by our adher- 
ence, as a nation, to the cause of freedom and 
humanity." The Republican party always calls 
its corner-stone of abolition by the more eupho- 
nious title of "freedom aud humauity," 
aud thus Mr. Lincoln confesses that the 
persistence of his radical associates iu attacks 
upon the State institution of slavery brought 
about the great trial of civ il war.

It was loaded 
with 6hot, aud a portion of the charge went 
through a crack, striking and inflicting painful, 
though not serious wounds on the little son of 
Mr. Merriwethcr. The boy was apprehended, 
aud lined before the Police Court yesterday 
morning.

The names of the 
two unfortunate men, thus executed in retalia- 
tion for an unprovoked deed of blood, arc Rich- 
ard Cheeny aud McDonald, alias J. Peters. Both 
were notorious outlaws, and were captured with 
arms in their hands, waging a warfare upon de- 
fenceless citizens, in defiance of civil and mili- 
tary law. 

An Oi ti.aw Gang. — A gang of outlaws, in 
command of two promising individuals who 
style themselves Captain Waul McDonald and 
Captain Jones, operating in the vicinity of 
Woodbnrn. proves a great annoyance to the 
citizens. They have made frequent attacks on the 
trains on the Nashville railroad, and roam about 
the country, plundering the people at will. A 
few nights ago the scoundrels were in Wood- 
burn, as they stated, for the purpose of making 
a demonstration on the railroad.

This afternoon's Journal n that vattorday 
teleirrams were reiuircd bv John Wcntwonl' 
announcing the coming oi' large numbers of 
bushwhackers. Col. Sweet, commanding at 
Camp Donglas, was communicated with, "and 
orders were at once issued for the arrest of the 
desperadoes upon their arrival. The fact leaked 
out, and the faithful found mean, to apprize 
their friends. The bushwhackers left the train 
at the city limits, and scattered through the city 
in various directions. The military and police 
arc constantly coursing the city, and hare pick- 
ed up hundreds of them. A propeller, with 
nearly a hundred suspicious character*, arrircd 
here this morning from Canada. The military 
and police arc alter them, and they will all be 
captured. 

Col. Sweet for stjmc time has been aware of 
the existence of the rebel plot to release the 
prisoners at Douglas and burn the ciiv. His 
detectives have been at work, and with success; 
and, though the evidence obtained is not --urfi- 
cicntly conclusive to warrant the arrest of these 
one hundred conspirators, it was deemed neces- 
sary to strike at once such ones as were ummes- 
tionably treasonable. Captain Nelson, of tho 
City Police, was despatched to the home of Dr. 
Edwards to arrest Col. Vincent Marmaduke, 
brother of the rebel General. At the same time 
a squad of the military proceeded to the Bicb- 
mond Douse and captured the rebel Colonel G 
Sledger Greenfell, Morgan's Adjutant-General, 
aud J. T. Shanks, an escaped rebel prisoner. 
B. 8. Morris, a man noted for his hatred to the 
North, was also arrested, and is now confined 
at Camp Douglas. 

In the despatch to Gen. Crook (his morning, 
Col. Sweet says: I haTC conrplete proof of his 
having assisted Shanks, the rebel prisoner, to 
escape, and of plotting to rescue the prisoners 
at this camp. Meanwhile another detachment 
of the military invested the residence of Charles 
Wal,h. near Camp Douglas. His house was 
entered and a portion of its contents taken to 
camp. Captain Cantodt, and a private named 
Charles Tavens, both belonging to the rebel 
army, were there, and were arrested as spiej. 

In Walsh's house were found two hundred 
stand of arms, with all the necessarv ammuni- 
tion, and two cart loads of large revolvers, 
loaded, capped, and ready for use Iu regard to 
the arrest of Walsh, Col. Sweet savs he has evi- 
dence enough against him to insure his swing- 
ing for treason. Col. Sweet has proof in his pos- 
session that it was the plan of the rebel conspir- 
ators and home traitors to release the rebel 
prisoners at Camp Douglas and burn the citv. 

Simultaneously with the above arrests by the 
military, the police entered a room in the 
building adjoining the Matteson House, and cai>- 
tured two large boxes tilled with loaded guns, 
concealed there. 

The police made a jaid early this morning on 
the Donelson House, in ( anal street, and cap- 
tured forty bushwhackers, who had been 
tracked there, all of them armed to the teeth. 

8t. Louis, Not. 7. 

A despatch from Gen. Blunt, dated N'eoolio, 
Mo., the 30th ult., says that On the 28th ult. he 
came up with Price at Newtonia, and, after i 
severe light of three or four hours, drove the 
enemy from the field in confusion, with a loss 
of over two hundred, including two colonels. 
Our total loss was alxnit 120. The federal 
Iroops consisted of Ford's and .lennison's bri- 
gades, of Blunt'.- division. The cucuiv was fully 
10,000 strong. Price is retreating toward Cass"- 
ville, aud will be vigorously pursued. He is re- 
ported still as having a large train, ami about 
10,000 unarmed conscripts, but this is quite 
doubtful. About 020 rebel prisoners, captured 
from Price, arrived yesterday. Others are to 
come. 

The Democrat's Cairo social says: Informa- 
tion from Paducah states, that, on Thursday 
last, Forrest, w ith a large force, placed some bat- 
teries on the Tennessee river within a mile and 
a half of Johnsonville, where three gunboats and 
eight transports were lving. Early on Friday 
morning Forrest moved his batteries up autl 
opened on the transports, which were llrcd by 
shells. The guuboats fell into the hands of the 
enemy after being disabled. The crews and 
officers of the fleet were all taken prisoner-. A 
large amount of Government stores and con- 
siderable artillery are reported raptured; it is 
also supposed the supplies at Johusunville were 
taken. 

All is quiet along White river. Ark. St. Charles 
is garrisoned by colored troops. 

Hi:.vtx}i Ar.ri:i:s Ai:.mv of tiif. Pot-toiai',) 
November G. > 

There ^as quite a lively time between the 
pickets on the left of the line on Friday uight, 
resulting in the loss of a few men on each side. 

Yesterday a good deal of artillery firing took 
place near the Jerusalem plaukroad, but with- 
out loss to us. Last night the pickets in the 
same vicinity opened fire and kept it up sharply 
ail night. 

At about eleven iu the morning the rebels 
attempted to advance their picket line here 
to recover the ground which our men took last 
week, but our soldiers being wide awake made 
a stem objection, and for an hour or two the 
exchange of compliments in the shape of lead 
was heavy. This is the old-contested ground 
near what was called Fort Hall, where the 
tiring has been almost incessant and extremely 
hi;l for three months, for which reason tDw place 
was thus designated. 

A citizen of Richmond arrived within our 
lines yesterday morning, having left that city 
four days ago." Uc was iu the liquor business, 
but, fearing that the authorities would soon 
seize and put him in the array, he concluded 
to take an unceremonious departure. He tells 
Ike old story of w ant and destitution iu Rich- 
mond, of garroters operating nightly in the 
streets, the high prices of necessaries of life, 
&c. He also sats the rebels in front of Peters- 
burg arc busy mining under our works, but at 
what point could not be ascertained, as a»street 
guaid is kept iu the vicinity, and no one allowed 
near the place, excepting those engaged in the 
work.

IIoi:p.i!:i.rc AomriEXTs — Criminal Cahbubw- 
hess.— The mauy accidents that have occurred 
in the short railroad running up First street 
from the river go to prove that a carelcisne*? 
almost criminal prevails in the management of 
the trains. We arc informed th at at times the 
engines thunder over the track at the rate of 
fifteen miles per hour. No attention is paid to 
the street-crossings, and, it U a great wonder 
that accidents arc nut of more fncquent occur- 
rence. Three bloody tragedies were enacted on 
the road yesterday, and with the details of the 
bloody transactions fresh before us, we cannot 
remain silent. The»blood of the victims aannot 
be so easily washed away. The dark stains 
remain, and demand, in the name of humanity, 
that a thorough reform be made. It is criminal 
to place life in such jeopardy, and no longer 
Bhould such carelessness lightly be passsd ovsr. 

About 3 o'clo«k yesterday afternoon, a little 
girl, whose name wo did not learn, while at- 
tempting to cross the road at the corner of First 
and Jefferson streets, was struck by the loaomo- 
tivc, moving at an unusual speed, knocked 
down and run over, nearly severing one of her 
arms from her body, and severely brusing her 
about the head. She lingered half an hour in 
agony and died from the effects of her injaries.| 

About 7 o'clock in the evening two men, 
thought to be Germans, one named Snyder, by 
trade a plasterer, the other a soap manufacturer, 
name unknown, were driving up Walnut street 
In a spring wagon. A heavy freight train was 
passing up First street at the time, running at 
the rate of fifteen miles per hour, and no bells 
ringing, or the whistlo sounding the alarm. 
The men attempted to drive across the track, 
when the horses became frightened and turned 
up First street. On came the car*. The loco- 
motive struck the wagon with great violenee, 
turning it over, and throwing the men out upon 
the track. The whole train passed over the 
two prostrate forms, mangling them in a horri- 
ble manner, and crushing them to death. The 
mutilated corpses presented a sad appearance, 
and nobody could gaze upon the bloody specta- 
cle without a shudder. Strange^to say, the 
horses were not injured. No attempt was made 
to stop the train cither before or after the acci- 
dent occurred. It thundered on, without slack- 
ing its speed, as if no sacrifice had been made. 
The mangled remains were collected by the 
friends of the unfortunate men, and removed 
from the scene. It is presumed that their fami- 
lies reside in the suburbs of the city. Surely, 
sometimes what we term an accklcnt might ap- 
propriately be called by a harsher name, 

GoBBDXAa on tiik UiTEit Mississippi. — On 
Monday hist the Keokuk packet Kate Kearney 
was captured at Claiksville, on tho Upper Mis- 
eissippi, by a band of guerillas. As the boat 
approached the landing at Clarksville, a large 
crowd of citizens aud soldiers were seen on the 
shore, hut, as many of the soldiers had on the 
Fcdenl uniform, they were supposed to be Mis- 
souri militia, aud they did not discover their 
mistake until a part of them jumped aboard the 
boat. As soon as Captain High saw who they 
were he attempted to back his boat out Into the 
river, but the' guerillas, with their revolvers 
pointed at the beads of the [engineers and pi- 
lots, compelled tht m to bring her back to .the 
landim:, when the balance of tho gang boarded 
find ransacked her, but beyond taking away two 
horses, some arms, and a sack of shot, nothing 
was disturbed, that being, as they stated, all 
they were after. One of the men stole a watch 
from one of the mates of the boat, but the leader 
compelled him to return it and apologize forthc 
act. After they had taken what they wished 
from the boat they gathered the passengers, of- 
ficers, and crew, as well as the citizens of Clarks- 
ville, on the levee, and paroled them not to take 
up aims agaiust the Confederates, aficr w hich 
they were released, and the boat proceeded on 

Lcr jeiimey. 

tHrThe rebels, says the Nashville Union of yes- 
terday, attempted to cross the Tennessee river at 
the mouth of the Blue Water on Thursday in 
considerable force, and were handsomely re- 
pulsed, with considerable loss. Blue Water is 
between Pulaski and Elk river. We have no 
report of the losses on either side, nor do we 
know what part of jur forces were engaged. 

A scout sent out from Decatur, on the Court- 
land road, met and drove back some Texas cav- 
alry, which was ascertained to be a part of three 
regiments of cavalry, which were stationed be- 
tween Decatur and Courtland. 

Citizens reported to them that they were told 
by soldiers and others who came up from Tus- 
cumbia, that the main portion of Beauregard's 
army had gone to Corinth. He had just one 
corps across the river at Florence, and com- 
menced fortifying; but he had moved on him- 
self, and had now withdrawn part of the forces 
on this fide. This statement is confirmed by 
citizcus from the vicinity of Mud Tavern, aud 
other points near the road to Coriuth. There 
is nothing else of importance. 

Tin. Exeittion PooTroXKo.— Colonel Fair- 
leigh received an order by telegraph from 
Washington yesterday, signed by the President, 
directing that the execution of four of the sol- 
diers sentenced to be shot to death with mus- 
ketsy on this the Cllt day of November be post- 
poned until further orders. The following are 
the names of the four men thus reprieved, for 
the preae&t, from the sentence of death: Caleb 
Ingram, company C, 1st Kentucky volunteer 
light artillery; Samuel Laird, company E, 2d 
Ohio heavy artillery; J. W. Parker, c mipany K, 
20th Kentucky infantry; aud Thomas Caine, 
company L, 5th Kentucky cavalry. It is pre- 
sumed that an order will be received by mail in 
a few days from the War Department, directing 
that the sentence of the prisoners be commuted 
from death to some other mode of punishment — 
probably to years of servitude on the Island of 
Tortugas. 

Promoted. — Licnt.-Col. Hammond, A. A. G., 
for many months assigned to duty in the eity 
as Superintendent of the Draft Rendezvous, lias 
been commissioned by the President as a Briga- 
dier-General of volunteers for the cavalry arm 
Of the service. Gen. Hainmend ts au active, 
energetic officer, and he has honestly wen his 
present promotion by earnest application to 
duty. His dashing manner will make him a 
Valuable and popular General of eavahry, and, if 
furnished with a proper command, soch ■ 
genius fits him for, he will make his mark in 
the service. We congratulate the country and 
Gen. Hammond on tins distinguished recogni- 
tion of a nicutorious officer. 

t$,T Jerry O'Ncil, while a passenger on the 
Nashville train on Friday, robbed a fellow pas- 
engcr named Ed. Cronan of his pocket-book, 
containing $150 in money. Mr. Cronan was 
asleep at the time, aud Jerry took advantage of 
his unconscious state, and committed the theft 
by cutting the parse from out the pocket of the 
sleeping man's undershirt. On the arrival of the 
train at Louisville, Cronan made known his loss 
and procured the arrest of tho thief. O'Neil 
was tried before the Police Court yesterday 
morning, and held to answer to the charge at 
the next term of the Circuit Court. 



Stahbino Ari'RAv— A Mob. — On Tuesday af- 
ternoon, a cold-blooded murder was committed 
in Washington, Pa. Mr. Benjamin Brady and 
Mr. Richard Fitzwilliams got into a dispute 
while standing on Main street. One word 
brought on another, when Fitzwilliams gave 
Brady the lie. Brady struck at Fitzwlliams, 
when the latter drew a knife aud stabbed Brady 
to the heart the first blow. The knife was 
drawn and plunged into the other side of Brady, 
killing him instantly. Brady's friends soon 
heard of the affair, and a desperate mob was 
soon in motion. It was said that Fitzwilliams 
had entered the Fulton nousc; quick as thought 
some twenty or thirty men ran Into the hotel. 
Doors were broken open, and a number of 
rooms searched, but the murderer eould not be 
found. One of the mobbing party ran across a 
negro as he was coming out of the hotel. The 
darky wn6 struck a terrible blow, and left to 
his fate. A rush was then made down Maiu 
street, some forty or fifty men flushed with rage, 
and. arms in hands, running and yelling as if 
mad. When they reached the dwelling of Mr. 
Swcency,they were joined by about one hundiod 
more. 

A rush was made Into Sweeney's store, and 
the building was searched from cellar to garret. 
The murderer was finally found in a coal vault, 
in front of Sweeney's store. When brpught oat 
he was set upon by the angry mob and literally 
beaten into a jelly. He was struck with stones, 
clubs, revolvers; then kicked and dragged 
around the street. Cries of "Hang him!" "Shoot 
him!" "Kill the murderer!" rent the air. andfor 
a time it was feared that be would be hung, ne 
was finally rescued and placed la jail. It was 
thought the murderer could not live over night. 
While the murderer was being beaten he cried, 
"For God's sake have mercy, gentlemen. 
Sweeney gave mc the knife, or I Fhonld never 
have done the deed." The Wheeling Register 
says we never before saw such a desperate mob, 
and hope that we may never again be pained by 
such a horrible sijht. 

Brady leaves a wife and three children. Fitz- 
williams is a single man, aged about thirty 
years. He resides In Franklin township, ad- 
joining the borough of Washington. 

Another Witness a«aixst General Paine's 
Barhakitv. — It will be recollected by our read- 
ers, says the Cairo Democrat, that, during Gen- 
eral Paine's administration of affairs at Gallatin, 
Tennessee, amonjj other acts of barbarism and 
injustice perpetrated by him or at his command, 
was that of shooting one Alfred R. Dalton for 
the murder of a woman committed near that 
place, and at a time when there was every evi- 
dence of Dalton's being absent from the scene 
of the murder, and entirely ignorant of the cir- 
cunist ncee connected therewith. Captain J. 
LeMontin states that he slept with Dalton the 
very [light on which the murder was committed, 
and that they were both several miles distant 
from the spot. And yet Dalton was taken out 
by order of the brute Paine, the morning after 
the murder, and shot In cold blood without 
trial, or the slightest investigation of the facts 
in the case, for a crime of which he was both 
innocent and ignorant. 



Stoi.f. A Pair ok Boots. — Thomas Young 
wanted a pair of boots yesterday. Mrs. O'Neil, 
proprietress of a small store on Water street, 
between Fifth aud Sixth, had the articles in 
question for sale. Thomas walked into the 
store, tried on a pair of boots that suited him, 
concluded that he would take them, and walked 
ont oi the door, telling Mrs. O'Neil to obtain 
pay for them if she could. The lady thought 
i-be could. At least she was determined not to 
1* cheated out of both l>oots and revenge. She 
informed Officers McGuirc and Lambournc of 
her loss, and asked that the bold thief might be 
arrested. Thomas was trying to get out of the 
way, but the policemen were too fast for him. 
ne was arrested and sent fo jail, and will be al- 
lowed the privilege of. entering a plea before 
the Police Court on Monday morning. 

Busman to Death. — A painful accident oc- 
curred abont five o'clock on Friday evening, at 
the house of Mrs. Schcuidcr, on Walnut street, 
between Campbell and Weuzcl. Mrs. S. slipped 
out of the house a few moments, and left Jier 
little daughter Amelia, aged five years, in the 
room alone. On her return she met the child 
at the door, wildly shrieking, with her clothes 
oh fire. The mother caught her little girl, aud 
succeeded in smothering the flames, but not be- 
fore the unfortunate child was severely burned. 
Amelia ligcrcd during the night, suffering un- 
told agony, and died, from the effects of her in- 
juries, yesterday morning. 

A Flao with a History.— The flag that 
covered the coffin containing the remains of 
Gen.' Ransom, which passed through the city, 
en route for Chicago, "on Wednesday, haj a 
history of its own. It was the regular garrison 
(lag of Fort Brown, Brown.-villo, Texas, during 
the Mexican war. When Twiggs surrendered 
that fort to the rebels, au employe of the Gov- 
ernment secured the flag and concealed it in a 
bed-quilt. It was subsequently presented by 
him to the 13th Maine infantry. From their 
possession it passed into Gen. Ransom's hands, 
over whose headquarters in the field it has con- 
stantly been displayed. 

sffjlt is related that in the town of Richmond, 
Indiana, a wealthy Quaker, whose four beauti- 
ful hop-es were the admiration of the place, was 
asked to aid pecuniarily in the formation of a 
regiment of cavalry. IIo replied: "Friend, 
thou knowest that I cannot give thee money or 
horse for the war — war is wicked — but, as for 
my four horses, it is true that two will serve my 
needs; and, friend, I will say this to thee, that 
my stable door is not locked; and, if I sec thee 
on one of my horses and thy friend James on 
another, I will keep the peace toward thee both. ' 



Retaliation. — The following-named guerillas 
were shot in Frankfort, Ky„ on the 2d instant, 
in retaliation for tho murder of Mr. Graham: 
John Long, Mason county; Thomas Hunt, 
Maysvillc; Thornton Lafcrty, Pendleton; aud 
Elijah Horton, Carter. On the day following, 
at Christiansburg, Henry couuty, Ky., Wm. 
Tighcr, of Boone county; Win. Darbro, of Car- 
roll; G. W. Yates, of Hart: and Wm. Jones, of 
Texas, were shot to death for the murder of two 
negroes a short time ago by Capt. Marshall. 



Madame Banti, the Vocalist. — London 
Society says the opera was very successfully 
carried on at the Pantheon, with two good com- 
panies aud ballets, under the management of 
O'Reilly. Of this gentleman's history nothing 
is known. The celebrated Madame Banti was 
engaged as primir donna at the Pantheon, where 
she had already appeared in two different sea- 
sons. Her history had been a curious one. 
Some dozen years before this period, a little 
girl might have been met wandering through 
the piazzas of Venice. »inging for such smill 
coins as the good nature of loiterers and chance 
passers-by should throw in her way. In appear 
anee she was not much different from most rag 
ged. careless little Italian beggar-girls: but the 
sweetness of her voice and the untutored bril- 
liancy of her execution were marvellou«. This 
child, Brigida Glorgi, was the daughter of one 
of thoee gondoliers so famous in song and In 
story. 6hc was idle, obstinate, and unmanage- 
able, and addicted to lounging about, doing 
nothing, yet making np a livelihood in a desul- 
tory fashion. Like most southern natures, her 
wants were few and easily satisfied— a handful 
of teudL, a sunny day. and the dear delights of 
the dulcejar nitntc sufficed to make her happy. 
One day, as she sang, a Venetian noblo 
man was passing. Attracted by her aspect, and 
thinking it were a pity for such a gift as she pos- 
sessed to be waled for lack of culture, he In- 
etituted some inqniries into ber circumstances, 
and eventually placed her with an instructor. 
Brigida was [not inncli more grateful for his be- 
nevolence than a bulflnch might be to anybody 
who should shut him np in a cage and teach 
him to pipe. Soon tiring of the drudgery of 
learning lessons, she set off to seek her fortune 
in Paris. She made her way to Lyons, support- 
ing herself on thejourncy by slngingat cafes and 
various houses of refreshment, and at last 
rea' !:ed Paris. One evening, In 177R, M. de 
Vumcs, manager of the opera, happening to 
pass a coffee-house on the boulevards, was 
•truck by the tones of a beautiful female voice. 
He paused to listen as the "Venitian nobleman" 
had paused in the rlazza. He went in, and 
found an Italian girl singing to tho company. 
Astonished by the sweetness and power of her 
voice, he inquired her name, and, being inform- 
ed of her somewhat romantic history, he slipped 
a louis into her hand, and invited her to call 
upon him the next day. She did so, and by her 
efforts surpassed his anticipations. After tear- 
ing him go through one of the most difficult of 
Sacchini's airs, she sang it not only without a 
single error, but with unusual taste aud expres- 
sion. He in. mediately, took her under his charge, 
and having taught her as much as her indolent 
and volatile disposition" would admit of her ac- 
qtdrtBg, he engaged her for the opera buffa at 
his theatre; she appeared and the public ratified 
his favorable judgment. She was then offered 
an cnsraircmcnt at the London opera at a salary 
of £1,000 a year for three seasons, encumbered, 
however, with a stipulation that £100 a year 
should be deducted from that sum for the pay- 
ment of an able vocal instructor to complete 
her ti aiuing. The curiosity of the musical world 
was strongly excited byjier sudden fame. Giar- 
dini, as an eminent musical authority, was ask- 
ed, previous to her arrival, his opinion of her 
talent. "She is the first 6ingcr in Italy, and 
drinks a bottle of wine every day," was 
bis reply. 8he was placed with Sacchini 
for the purpose of being instructed in music; 
but that master found her so iutolerably. idle 
and self-willed that he very soon gave her up in 
despair. She was then committed to Signor 
I'iozzi (afterwards the husband of Mrs. Thrale), 
whose patience was likewise soon exhausted. 
Her last muster in England was Abel; but she 
was incapable of profiting by his tuition. How- 
ever, her want of application was happily 
atoned for by her genius and natural gifts. She 
was au exquisite singer, and, as an actress, she , 
surpassed in grace, dignity, and feeling all the 
stage singers who hod preceded her. She was 
then twenty-one; her figure was good, her coun- 
tenance expressive, though not handsome, and 
and she bad a charming head. Her husband 

was Banti, the dancer. 

Fatal Ac ciiilnt. — A man named John Gib- 
bons, aged forty-eight years, came to his death 
in Buffalo, Wednesday, by being suffocated iu one 
of the bins of the Evans's Elevators. He was em- 
ployed as. an elevator trimmer, and had entered 
a bin containing some two thousand five hun- 
dred bushels of Com, Which had heated, and was 
being moved off. It Is supposed that he first 
stood upon a crust which had formed, and that, 
as the grain moved, ho was drawu feet foremost, 
Into the spout, where he was found lodged, upou 

search bei ng made for him.

Zick, of company E 10th Missouri infantry, be- 
came engaged iu a quarrel at Schoficld Barracks, 
No. 2, St. Louis, with August Nicdlcr, of the 
same company, and; getting very angry, seized 
his musket and shot Niedler, who died in about 
half an hour. Zick was immediately arrested 
aud locked np in Gratiot-street prison .

How to Make a Ba en-tar d. — The best way, 
in mv opinion, to form a barn-yard for the pre- 
servation of manure, without iu becoming 
nniddv where the ground is higher than some 
of its Surrounding parts, is to plough and scrapo 
from the centre to the outside, making a grad- 
ual descent from the outside to the centre. Let 
the fall be one-half foot in ten, and falling a 
little more as vou near the centre. Dig a drain 
from the centre to some suitable place without 
the yard, where vou can construct a vat to put 
1 n leaves, sods, mnek. etc.. that will absorb and 
retain the liquor from the yard. The bottom 
and »idcs mav be formed of plank, or may bo 
more substantially built of stone and mortar. 
The top of the vat should be made so a» to 
guard against rains aud surface water as much 
as possible. The drain should fall touMdcrably, 
and should l>c made of plank, eight inches high, 
and one loot wide inside. The head of the drain 
should be covered with a good strong iron 
-rate. The vard ought to be well paved with 
cobble stone, and with a little pains you can al- 
wavs have a drr vard. The water from the barn 
and sheds should never be allowed to run into 
the vards, but should 1* carried by good eave 
troughs to a large eistern for the purpose or wa- 
tering stock.— Working Farmer.

said' sidewalks as the City engineer may 

direct.

Shot nv A Hbqbo Soldier. — A tragic affair 
occurred yesterday in front of the Female Mili- 
tary Prison, on the corner of Broadway and 
Thirteenth street. As we understand it, a white 
boy, aged about sixteen years, whose name we 
Were unable to learn, made some offensive te- 
mark to a negro soldier who was on duty at the 
prison gate, and, when the lad turned to run, 
the dusky sentry raised his gun and fired, the 
ball passing through the boy's body, killing him 
almost instantly.
